Russia Extends 
Feelers for Peace 
Treaty with Japan 


TOKYO (th— Russia has made 
a new overture to Japan through 
diplomatic channels for a peace 
treaty between the two countries, 
the Kyodo news agency reported 
today. 
The feeler was extended to Jap­ 
anese Ambassador Kumao Nishi- 
mura in Paris through the Polish 
Embassy, the agency said. 
Kyodo 
said Foreign 
Minister 
Mamoru Shigemitsu has instructed 
Nishimura to reply that there is 
“no change in the basic policy” 
of Japan that it should resume 
diplomatic relations with as many 
countries as it can “in line with 
the San Francisco Peace Treaty.” 
Russia rejected that treaty but 
Soviet 
Foreign 
Minister V. 
M. 
Molotov said in a Moscow radio 
broadcast Dec. 16 the San Fran­ 
cisco treaty is “ not, an obstacle” 
to normal relations with Japan.
